documents or preprints, and “Pr” in the case of the printed 
proceedings. Annotations of unofficial reports and commentary on 
meetings also cite the meeting number, after the citation symbol 
“No” (see section 5.5). Meeting numbers are included in the 
Geographic, Taxonomie, Subject and Citation Indexes. Names of 
sponsors are listed at the end of the Author indexes, in a special 
section of them. 

References to meetings known to be taking place at any time 
within the 12 months following publication of an issue of C'urrent 
Bibliography are entered, as soon as detailed information about 
them is available. When information about a particular meeting 
is incomplete three months or less from the date on which it is 
believed to be opening, reference to it is nevertheless entered in the 
next issue. 

Training centres and courses are dealt with in the same manner 
as meetings but in /nternational Marine Science they are listed in 
a Sub-section under “ Training facilities ” 

In Volumes 3 to 5 of the Current Bibliography, at the end of each 
Meetings Section, check lists of meeting numbers were given in 
order of opening date on pages designated by the symbol “М ”. 
These lists were cumulative from (and including) the month of 
publication of each issue. Also in those volumes amended meeting 
references were entered under new numbers with cross references 
to the original entry number.

A documentation and information Center with the above name 
has been established by the World Life Research Institute at 
22022 Center Street, Reche Canyon, Colton, California, U.S.A. 
This Institute is particularly concerned with the application of 
phytochemistry and marine biotoxicology to increase the utilization 
of natural resources by production of chemicals and pharmaceutical 
agents of commercial value, especially in the developing countries. 
Its Director is Dr. Bruce W. Halstead, from whom further informa- 
tion can be obtained. 


The objectives of the Center are set out as: 


(а) to maintain a comprehensive library on animal venoms and 
poisons, and poisonous and medicinal plants; 


(b) to establish a master list of the above species of animals and 
plants and a file of specialists in this subject; 


(с) to provide on a subscription basis, services for such 
specialists and workers in related fields in the form of 
bibliographies, educational aids, monographs and charts, 
a Bulletin of publications and research activities, as a search, 
literature procurement and microcard loan service; 


and (d) to serve as a documentation clearing house in connection 
with a proposed International Society for Biotoxicology. 


It will be seen that the activities of the new Center are in their 
restricted subject field quite closely parallel with those of FAO 
Fisheries Biology Branch Research Programs Section and the 
Aquatic Sciences Information Retrieval Center at Rhode Island 
(see Curr. Bibliogr. aquat. Sci. Fish.) in covering lists of experts, 
institutions, species, publications and research activities. The 
three units will therefore collaborate closely, although it should be 
understood that the new Center has no formal connection with FAO 
or other U.N. Agencies.
